Never Hit A Guy When He's Doini 
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A Spell Of Economic Hibernation 


In the text of the President’s Economic Re­ 


port now being studied in Congress and busi­ 


ness circles, one phrase stands out: Inventory 


liquidation. 


It describes the process that is the cause 


of the m anufacturing and processing slow­ 


down, which in turn is the cause of economic 


recession 
The steel industry has been pe­ 


culiarly the victim of the liquidation. 


Auto m anufacturers, accounting for about 
18 per cent of steel production, have been 
using up their steel inventories since last fall. 
Some of them have been carrying on hand- 
to-mouth purchasing, as actual shortages, oc­ 
curred in their stocks on hand. 


The P resident’s Econom ic Report points out 
that inventory accum ulations had been run­ 
ning at a rate of two billion dollars a year 
as recently as the third quarter of 1957 but 
were being used up in the final quarter at 
the rate of three billion a year. 


Apparently, no economist has had the idea 
yet of com paring this consumption of m a­ 
terials and finished goods to hibernation, but 
the sim ilarities are obvious. During hiberna­ 
tion. the anim al’s norm al rate of activity 
slows down until it is alm ost im perceptible. 


It is 
Its life is 
sustained by “ inventory, 
tem porarily self-sufficient. 
But when the hibernation ends and activity 
is resum ed, the “ inventory’* has been used 
up. It m ust be replaced quickly. The anim al 
develops a voracious appetite. It ranges ag­ 
gressively in search of m aterial to rebuild 
itself into prim e condition. 
The President’s Economic Report suggests 
that the recession will be over when in­ 
ventory liquidation cannot proceed any furth­ 
er; when economic “ hibernation” is over. It 
does not pretend to know when this will be. 
and it does claim that the end is subject 
to any 
natural law, such as the seasonal 
end of hibernation at the close of winter. 
Moreover, the report does not try to ex­ 
plain what caused it—whether economic hiber­ 
nation is a cause or an effect or a little of 
each. 
Only one thing about it seem s sure and 
certain 
at this tim e, while the slowdown of 
activity 
is at its clim ax. When there is 
no 
m ore inventory to be liquidated and business 
and m anufacturing m ust rehabilitate them ­ 
selves, there will be a voracious appetite for 
all kinds of goods. The country will be tem p o s 
arily out of everything it needs to restore 
it to a norm al rate of activity. 


Throw Another Bucket Oil The Fire 


Chances are that everything which has 


been newsworthy in the 20th cenury so far 


will have been largely forgotten by the 21st 


century—except one thing. 


That will be. of course, the experim ents in 
the release of the energy locked into the 
atom ic structure of m atter. 


And if physicists finally succeed in doing 
what they 
are just 
now learning to do 
experim entally in laboratories—release t h e 
energy in sea w ater—all experim ents lead­ 
ing up to that clim ax will constitute only 
the introduction of the greatest scientific 
break-through of recorded history. 
Sea w ater is the earth ’s m ost abundant re­ 
source. Not only is it inexhaustible in sheer 
quantity, but its regeneration is an unalter­ 
able natural process. Wood, coal and pe­ 
troleum change their form when their energy 
has been used up in combustion and, except 
for wood. cannot be replaced in any fore­ 
seeable future. But sea w ater would yield its 
energy in a process of hydrogen fusion and 
be replaced by additional w ater of the sam e 
kind. 
This kind of energy would not elim inate 


‘White-Marketing* 


It is a passing oddity of the tim es that a 


decline in automobile prices accounts for a 


decline in the so-called cost-of-living index. 


There has been no official reduction of car 


prices. But there has been such widespread 


shading of announced prices by auto re ­ 


tailers that the effect is the sam e as if 


there had been an announcem ent of lower 


prices by m anufacturers. 


The sam e tendency can be noted in other 


places. 
W herever 
ifs 
noticed—w herever 
“ black m arketing” in reverse is carried on— 
it becomes evidence that the classical rule 
that prices will seek their own level, relative 
to supply and dem and, has not been repealed 
after all. 


When prices have been “ fixed” too low, 
they will tend to rise independently of the 
“ fix.” That is black-m arketing. When they 
have been “ fixed” too high, they will tend to 
fall—but there is no ready-m ade nam e for it 
when it happens. Perhaps it should be called 
“ w hite-m arketing.”

But it would supplem ent all existing sources 
by am ounts beyond the im agination. Coun­ 
tries which lacked coal and oil but had 
seacoasts would have a guaranteed supply 
of energy’. Together with the other source of 
atom ic energy—the fission process—hydrogen 
fusion would m ake it possible for people 
everyw here on earth to have as much work- 
perform ing energy as easily available for 
their use as the electric power industry has 
given Am ericans. 
The Atomic Energy Commission’s unusual 
announcem ent that the United States and 
G reat Britain are neck-and-neck in hydrogen- 
fusion experim entation apparently was de­ 
signed to have two effects.

Ike Gets Criticism From Both Sides 


President Eisenhow er’s drive for 
reform labor laws dribbled into a 
short putt. Soon after 
his 
labor 
m essage reached Congress every­ 
body — b u t

There 
will be no effective anti - racket­ 
eering laws this year. All sides 
predict that. The criticism is not 
of President Eisenshower, but of 
those who advised him on strategy 
in this intricate field. The P resi­ 
dent’s people did not consult Re­ 
publican congressional policym ak­ 
ers. The W'hite House just t o l d 
them ; it didn’t ask them . Copies 
of the President’s proposals drawn 
up by Labor Secretary Jam es Mit­ 
chell w ere first mailed to the six 
GOP senators who would usually 
push White House requests. F o r 
weeks there was no other contact. 
Finally, on Jan. 13. Mr. Mitchell 
went up to 
Sen 
A l e x a n d e r 
Sm ith’s office. 


THERE 
THE 
labor 
secretary 
briefed the senators and t h e i r 
aides — some 20 in all — for about 
two hours. There was a sim ilar 
session over on the House side. 
that was all. T h e r e were sharp 
differences. But the word from the 
White strategists, whether Mr. Ei­ 
senhower knew it or not, was. in 
essence, “ This is it, m en.” 
Now the senators will do what 
comes naturally to ignored a n d 
therefore angry men. They w i l l 
let the proposals sit. 
These Republicans believe t h e 
m essage should have been tough­ 
er — but they are disturbed just 
as much by the treatm ent they got 
as by the differences in principle. 
From the labor side comes word 
that while its national leaders are 
not disturbed by the treatm ent 
they received from Labor Secre­ 
tary Mitchell or the White House, 
they are bothered by the principle 
of the President’s propositions. 
Mitchell and some White House 
people d d consult with the labor 
men and their special counsel. Ar­ 
thur Goldberg. 
But the u n i o n 
chiefs oppose the Eisenhower m es­ 
sage on the grounds that it does 
not have “ equal applicability.” 
They don’t believe that it applies 
equally to m anagem ent as well as 
labor. One top AFL-CIO official in­ 
dicated that labor’s argum ent will 
really be m ade public when the 
AFL-CIO Executive Council m eets 
in Miami Beach on Feb. 3. 


THERE IS NO personal antagon­ 
ism tow ards Labor Secretary Mit­ 
chell or the President. There is ir­ 
ritation over the fact that there is 
the insinuation 
in the proposals 
that there is corruption only 
in­ 
side labor. 
It reflects the sam e anger which 
was provoked when the Taft-Hart- 
ley law required labor l e a d e r s 
alone to sign non - Communist af­ 
fidavits. E ver since then, th e union 
men 
have 
insisted that 
sim ilar 
standards be set for m anagem ent 
representatives. 
The labor chiefs, led by AFL- 
CIO president George Meany, ac­ 
knowledge widespread 
corruption 
inside some unions. 
But one of the 
policym akers, 
George Harrison, leader of 
t h e 
Railway Clerks, recently printed in 
his union’s m agazine an 
article 
charging t h a t $28,000,000,000 
a 
year is lost to all types of rackets, 
including 
those 
inside 
business. 
This will be I a b o r ’s argum ent 
when it issues its form al objec­ 
tions in Miami Beach. 
Behind labor’s disagreem ent 
is 
the AFL-CIO high com m and’s feel­ 
ing that no new laws are requir-

Back in the T rum an years I 
often conferred 
with 
Dr. 
Julius 
Hirsch, 
an 
economic 
consultant 
who prior to the H itler regim e had 
high standing in the economic and 
university life of Germ any. 
In­ 
variably, his predictions of spend­ 
ing and of tax income were much 
m ore accurate than those of the 
President. Indeed, the various re ­ 
visions of estim ates by President 
Trum an as the year wore on were 
always 
moving 
toward 
what 
Hirsch had estim ated in January. 
This year I have consulted ora­ 
cle Hirsch again. His verdict on 
this y e a r’s budget estim ates is not 
unhappy. He calls attention to the 
size of the budget estim ates com ­ 
pared 
with 
the 
gross 
national 
product and shows that the per­ 
centage of the GNP represented 
by the budget estim ate for fiscal 
1958 is not much above 1956 and 
1957 and is below 1952, 1953, 1954 
and 1955.

I am quite fam iliar with the in­ 
adequacy of the method employed 
in calculating the GNP. But for 
com parative purposes and in this 
context they are useful. 
The President and m em bers of 
his adm inistration 
are going to 
be quite justified in calling atten­ 
tion to this com parison and, for 
the most part, in placing the r e ­ 
sponsibility on a Dem ocratic Con­ 
gress for any large increases in 
spending beyond the estim ates.

It is true that there is Dlenty of 
fat in the requests for civilian 
purposes.

THAT THERE will be a deficit 
Hirsch readily adm its. But he says 
that any deficit such as m any be 
contem plated will not greatly con­ 
tribute to inflation. 
Back in the Roosevelt days when 
the adm inistration was deliberate­ 
ly attem pting to induce r i s i n g 
prices by deficits the effort w as 
not successful. A wave of wage 
increases such as R euther is de­ 
m anding would be vastly m ore in­ 
flationary than a deficit of a bil­ 
lion or two. 


Hirsch further urges that in this 
budget 
are 
certain 
capital ex­ 
penditures, such as the ouilding 
by the Atomic Energy Commis­ 
sion of prototype plants tor the 
production of power, which might 
well be spread over a period of 
years. 
These 
would 
am ount, 
Hirsch estim ates, 
to 
somewhere 
between five and nine billion 
Above all Hirsch points out that 
business 
and 
consum ers’ 
cunfi-. 
dence to which 
much 
of 
the 
prosperity of the past few yeais 
is due m ust play a large part. 
That confidence m ay well come 
with a reduction in the rate of 
increase in the unemployed and 
from vigorous presidential assur­ 
ances of confidence himself in the 
capacity of a free economy to re ­ 
gain its equilibrium if relieved cf 
threats from hostile governm ent 
action. 
In short, this is no tim e to lose 
that assurance which is justified 
by past experiences with slowing 
business activity.

There’s no real togetherness in 
dancing with a bear. It never leads 
to going steady. 


We’ve been waltzing with the 
Russian bear since World War li­ 
on 
disarm am ent—and agreem ent 
still looks, if not impossible, years 
away. 
The 
Russians 
wouldn’t 
agree 
when 
they 
w ere 
away 
behind: 
when we had the monopoly on 
atom ic weapons and superiority in 
planes to deliver them . 
They’re not likely to agree now 
when they have atom ic weapons, 
are ahead in m issiles, and m ay 
soon be ahead in planes. 
W hat the world faces is a con­ 
tinued and enorm ous arm s build­ 
up and then one of these two pos­ 
sibilities: 
1. A gigantic stalem ate in which 
because both sides have the pow­ 
er to destroy each other, neither 
will take risks. 
2. A Russian gam ble. 
When it has the power to de­ 
stroy the United 
States—if this 
country attem pts to stop aggres­ 
sion—Russia 
m ay 
start 
endless 
sm all aggressions. 
That is: sm all w ars or intrigues 
or 
other 
devices, 
much 
bolder 
than anything seen so far, to take 
over its neighbors and the world. 
That policy would be a gam ble 
that the United States, facing an­ 
nihilation in a big w ar, would not 
start a big one to stop a small 
one. 
Meanwhile, both sides laid down 
disarm am ent term s 
neither will 
accept. Since neither trusts the 
other, 
both 
have this 
problem: 
How to look good while arm ing 
to the teeth? 
The result has been a lot of 


propaganda, with regular flurries 
of “ Yes, indeed, but 
” kind of 
talk. We’ve just been through one 
of them. 
This latest one began in Decem ­ 
ber when Prem ier Bulganin, who 
is becoming everybody’s pen-pal. 
wrote letters to this country and 
its allies. 
He proposed a sum m it confer­ 
ence to talk disarm am ent. This 
was good propaganda. Unless we 
answered with som ething positive, 
the Russians would look good and 
w e’d look terrible. 
It put President Eisenhower on 
the spot. So m uch so that Secre­ 
tary of State Dulles indicated the 
R ussians w ere beating us in prop­ 
aganda. 
Eisenhower 
finally 
an­ 
swered. 
He was 
all 
for disarm am ent, 
and wanted to extend it to space 
m issiles too, but 
. Before we 
disarm , he m ade it clear, we w ant 
foolproof guarantees against Rus­ 
sian cheating. This has been the 
standard Am erican position. Con­ 
gress could hardly approve any 
other. 
Over the 
weekend 
Communist 
party boss K hrushchev gave an 
answ er which 
also contained 
a 
big “ but”—one this country could 
not accept. All he really did was 
to repeat w hat has becom e the 
standard Russian position. 
He said Russia would discuss a 
ban on intercontinental m issiles— 
but only as part of a package 
deal. That package m ust include 
Am erican agreem ent to abandon 
its overseas bases.

As chief executive of the United 
States governm ent, President E i­ 
senhower has such responsibilities 
as enforcing the federal laws and 
com m anding the arm ed forces. 
But when he entered the Wrhite 
House, the President also inherited 
another responsibility, one that is 
virtually 
unknown—as 
President. 
Mr. Eisenhower becam e the owner 
oi a cem etery. 
This presidential graveyard is in 
a field close to Rt. 22 about three 
m iles 
west of Lancaster. 
Ohio. 
Containing nine graves, the little 
burial ground 
has been 
handed 
down to each occupant of the White 
House since it was first deeded to 
President Jam es Monroe back in 
1817. 
The story behind this peculiar 
presidential property goes back to 
1798 when a pioneer nam ed N a­ 
thaniel Wilson staked out a farm 
near Lancaster and built his fam ­ 
ily a log cabin. 
Wilson was of Scottish descent 
and “ m any of the ideas of the old 
Covenanters becam e second nature 
to him—none m ore so than respect 
for the dead, a quality he con­ 
sidered lacking on the Am erican 
frontier.” 


THE PIONEER displayed t h i s 
quality abundantly in the will he 
signed before his death. In it Wil­ 
son bequeathed a portion of his 
farm to be dedicated as a fam ily 
burial ground and “ to insure it 
perpetually rem aining free from 
desecration,” he deeded the tract 
to President Monroe with the spe­ 
cial provision that the deed be 
handed down to all successive pres­ 
idents of the United States, 
The weird will was legal, all 
right. It had been properly wit­ 
nessed by a neighbor, the father of 
Civil W ar Gen. William Sheridan. 
The Wilson fam ily even “ secured 
a form al acceptance” of the burial 
ground from President Monroe. 
Wilson’s son, also nam ed Na­ 
thaniel, inherited the task of m ak­ 
ing the cem etery a property worthy 
of presidential care. Young Wilson 
leveled a space about 
160 feet 
around and enclosed it in a stone 
wall. 
The son also had inherited his 
father’s deep disinclination to dis­ 
turb the dead. So “at a consider­ 


able 
expense, 
he 
quarried 
and 
dressed the stone some distance 
from the cem etery, desiring that 
no ham m er, loud talking or any 
other disrespect should be shown 
the dead.” 
Wilson built well so that the cem ­ 
etery would endure through the ad­ 
m inistrations of m any presidents. 
On the foundations of stone four 
feet deep and three feet wide, he 
placed a 12-sided wall of perfectly 
polished, m atched stones eight feet 
high and 18 inches thick—all cov­ 
ered by cap stones two feet thick. 


THE WALL is still “ considered 
to be the finest exam ple of dry 
m asonry in Ohio.” After m ore than 
a century, it shows “ the infinite 
care used in cutting each stone to 
the exact dim ension.” 
The younger V/ilson was still im ­ 
proving the presidential property 
when he died, in 1839. 
His will left further bequests to 
com plete the cem etery and to leave 
a grove of locust trees to “ P resi­ 
dent M artin Van Buren and his 
successors forever.” These trees 
w ere to insure that there would 
always be a sturdy fence to further 
protect the cem etery against be­ 
ing molested. 
The Wilsons* passionate desire 
to prevent disturbance to the dead 
is being fulfilled. 
Today only an occasional travel­ 
er leaves the highway to have a 
look at the presidential graveyard. 
Neither M r. Eisenhower nor any 
other White House occupant has 
come to visit his property.

But the announcement carried the 
warning t h a t 
taxpayers should 
keep adequate records during 1958 
so they’ll be in a position to make 
an accounting next year. 


THIS IS what it means to you: 
lf in 1956 you were given $200 
in expense account money by your 
employer and you didn’t report it 
as income, you don’t have to re­ 
port anything you got in 1957 on 
an expense account. That’s t r u e 
whether you broke exactly even, 
or made a profit. 
However, if you reported t h a t 
$200 as income (which you should 
have), and then 
deducted what 
you actually spent for your em­ 
ployer, you should follow 
t h a t 
same procedure this year. 
The 
IRS 
acknowledges t h a t 
thousands of taxpayers haven’t — 
in past years — been 
reporting 
the comparatively small amounts 
they get for 
cab 
fares, 
meals 
bought while 
working 
overtime, 
telephone calls, stamps etc. And, 
frankly, the IRS hasn’t been too 
much concerned with that fact. 
But this much seems certain — 
the IRS wants to get at those tax­ 
payers who have been using their 
expense accounts to cheat the gov­ 
ernment and, thus, other taxpay­ 
ers. So, this will probably be the 
last time you’ll have a choice as 


as getting your suit pressed. 
2. — Other transportation 
ex­ 
penses. This would include the use 
of your own automobile around the 
city where you work while on busi­ 
ness for your employer, or cab, 
subway or trolley fares while on 
this business. 


3. — Expenses of outside sales­ 
men. This includes all necessary 
and ordinary expenses incurred by 
outside salesmen. It applies only to 
full - time salesmen who solicit 
business for their employers away 
from their employers’ place 
of 
business. 
4. — Any other job - connected 
expenses incurred by you for which 
you are reimbursed by your em­ 
ployer. (Unlike the first three cat­ 
egories, in this group your expens­ 
es must not exceed the amount you 
received from your employer. If 
they do exceed your reim burse­ 
ment, the additional expenses will 
have to be entered among item­ 
ized deductions on page 2 of form 
1040 to lower your tax.)

VA Official Reminds 
On Disabled Deadline 
A. G. Bille, contact representa­ 
tive of the Veterans Administration 
office at Steubenville, issued a re­ 
minder today that Friday is the 
deadline for pension recipients to 
return a questionnaire showing in­ 
come. 
Disabled veterans who are draw­ 
ing pensions from VA and fam­ 
ilies of deceased veterans draw­ 
ing death pensions must comply. 
Early in January, the VA sent 
out a questionnaire about annual 
income. This is done each year 
because it’s the law. Right after 
the mailman delivered the VA 
questionnaire, it should have been 
filled out completely, signed and 
sent back to VA. 
If it is not returned by Friday, 
the VA has no choice but to stop 
pension checks. Each year, the 
law says recipients must tell VA 
the correct amount of annual in­ 
come.
